A letter has been received in 
town from Pte Harry Mould who 
was wounded during the recent 
heavy fighting in which the Can¬ 
adians took part. The follow¬ 
ing is part of the letter. | 

"No doubt you have heard of 
all our fighting, and it certainly 
has been warm. I can now safe¬ 
ly say that I saw four go down 
through my bad shooting. (Of 
course, I only meant to scare 
them. 1 don't think). 

"I got wounded after having 
had three days of it, and Mo not 
want to see the same sights 
again unless I have to. but 1 
suppose we shall see lots more 
yet before this terrible war is 
over. There is one thing, in the 
long run we must win. and the 
sooner the huns get down to it 
and give us any sort of a sport¬ 
ing chance the sooner we can 
clean them. 

"Well, your smokes came when 
I was needing them; that was a 
day or two after I came to hos¬ 
pital. My wound is chiefly on 
my hand. As I put my hands up 
to save my face. I saved my face 
but got it in the hand. 1 had a 
couple of nice black eyes and 
minor Bcratchings all over my 
face, which did’nt improve my 
looks. 

“But thank goodness my 
wounds have been healed, and I 
expect to be back with ths boys 
once again, for though you get a 
nice soft bed to lie on. hospitals 
get monotonous. The doctor 
took us down to the Bea two or 
three limes, which made a very 
nice change, the air is so nice 
and bracing."

The sale of school lands which 
was held at Vulcan on Monday 
was a big success, over a thous¬ 
and buyers being on hand when 
the sale opened at the Shimp hall 
in the forenoon. From early morn¬ 
ing the crowd began to collect, 
and automobiles from all the 
surrounding districts had Vulcan 
as their object The sale of over 
two hundred parcels of land re¬ 
alized $.16,000 in cash, a total of 
$160,000 with payments. Ninety 
per cent of the land offered was 
sold, and prices ranged from $7 
to $31 per acre, the upset bids in 
many instances being topped. 

Land in the Vulcan district 
ranged from $18.60 to $31 per 
acre, the latter price being paid 
for a quarter northwest of town. 
Prices in the Ensign district av¬ 
eraged from $20 to $26; Brant, 
$20 to $25; Reid Hill. 18 miles 
from Vulcan, $17 to$26; Armada 
$8 to $12. 

Of the land bought most of it 
was secured by farmers who own 
land either adjacent tq it or in 
the district, A fair proportion 
was bought by outsiders. Of the 
land bought by the farmers most 
of it will be prepared for next 
for crop next year. 


Lomond was the hub of the 
district for miles around on 
Thursday, July 6th. when the 
annual celebration was held. 
From far and near the people 
came to participate in one of the 
l>est days that has ever been 
staged in a town of like size. 
The weather was ideal, and al¬ 
though the roadB were not in the 
best of condition owing to recent 
rains, over one hundred cars 
were present to take part in the 
parade. 

Following the parade the 
sports were pulled off, and then 
came the baseball game between 
Retlaw and Champion. The game 
was Champion's from the start, 
Retlaw offering no resistance to 
the finer play of their opponents 
and the final score was 8 to 2 in 
favour of Champion and victors 
f won the $25 purse. 

There were a large number of 
entries for the horse racing 
events, and all of them were 
good. The first and second 
prizes in the free-for-all were 
won by Frank Johnson’s horses, 
prizes amounting to $50. Jimmy 
Dew carried off the first in the. 
relay race. 

Champion and Lomond then 
played a splendid game of base- 
hall, Lomond winning by a score 
of 4 to 3, The Lomond team de¬ 
served to win the $50 purse as 
they played a purely local team, 
whereas the Champion team was 
padded with outsiders. 

The management are to be con¬ 
gratulated on the splendid day 
they prepared.

The Great Bagdad Stake 


New British Machine Gun 


Mirk la Nat Considered Safa Unlees 
it ia Pasteurized 

Tbs relation of butter to health la 
a question to which certain very 
eminent hygienists have been turning 
their attention recently (writes David 
J. Hickey in an article on “How But* 
ter ia Made." in the Housewives’ 
Leafue. Magazine ) 

Buch a person aa Prof. Posenau. of 
the department of hygiene at Harvard, 
made some very remarkable studies 
on the subject. The Bureau of Ani¬ 
mal Industry of the United States, 
through its scientists, has dona a great 
deal to throw a much needed light on 
the subject also. 

It Is a well established fact that 
dis»as* can be disseminated through 
the affrncy of raw milk, and it seems 
only logical to question whether the 
same disease germs cannot be carried 
In othar dairy products mads also 
from raw milk and cream, such as 
butter and cheese. 

It is estimated by the government 
that about 10 per cent, of all dairy 
| cow* in the United States era suffer- 
1 Ing with soma form of tuberculosis 
There are about twenty-two tnilliona 
of dairy cows in the United States at 
tha present time, so that would mean 
two million two hundred thousand 
tuberculosis cows In New York State 
alone, the Bureau of Animal Industry 
estimates that fully one-third of all 
the cows hsva tuberculosis in some 
form 

Milk from such cows cannot really 
bo considered safe unleas it haa been 
pasteurised, and the great bulk of it 
used for butter making ia not pasteur¬ 
ised at all. 

Rosenau gives the following results 
from experiments made at Boston last 
rear t 

“Twenty-one samples of butter of 
unknown age purchased on the open 
market and riaroined for the presence 
of tuberculi bacilli gave positive re¬ 
sults in nine and one-half per cent." 

It ia said by authorities on the 
subject among government official 
that tuburculi bacilli continue to lurk 
in butter, even after they have been 
kept for five and six months in cold 
storage I Pasteurisation would have 
kilted ths bacilli eaailv and eliminat¬ 
ed much danger and risk to lha users 
i of the butter 

One qf the worst diseases among 
cattle, caused by a germ known as 
(he bacillus of infectious abortion, 
which caused the premature births 
of thousands of calves annually can 
be carried by the sgenev of milk and 
milk products, and has been found in 
humana as a result of eating milk or 
milk products infected with the germ 
Just what ia the effect of this germ 
on the human organism is not definite- 
Iv determined, but any disease-pro¬ 
ducing germ is dangerous to health.

Tha chief significance of the An* lo- 
Ruaaian campaign in Mesopotamia lies 
In tha one fact that Bagdad, the strate¬ 
gic aim of the conflict, baa bean the 
seat of the Caliphate in the past and 
la one of the recognised centres of the 
power of Islam today. 

In dealing with Turkey and the 
Turks one must take account of a 
simple but tremendous fact—that, far 
from being a solitary individual or 
power, the power ia rather one backed 
more or less unanimously and vigor¬ 
ously by sentiment of the Mohamme¬ 
dan world outside the Turkish Empire. 
Ths Kaiser, a skillful diplomat aa well 
as sa trained soldier, tigs had the 
ahrewdnesa to make this fact the very 
cornerstone of his foreign policy re¬ 
lative to Turkey aince the beginning 
of his reigo. 

The climax wax reserved for our day. 
The groat wAir was dec a red on Aug’ 
I. 1914 While none oi Turkey’s rights 
weie in peril and all ner interests re- 
I quirt'd a nattitude of absolute neutral¬ 
ly. yet three months j later she sur¬ 
prised the world "By’ jumping into the 
ring of fire on the side of the Central 
Powers. Two things induced her to 
take the momentous step—the pleasure 
of fighting somebody and the promise 
of uuc-fifth of the bugs indemnity 
which Oermany hoped to exact out of 

f irostrata France and England. In re¬ 
urn for this double favor she pro¬ 
mised to make a two fold contribution 
to the alliance—that ia. the -resources 
of lha Turkish army and the senti¬ 
ment of the world of Islam. In ac¬ 
cordance with the agreement, on Nov. 
3. 1914, the Sultan, aa commander in 
chief of tha Ottoman army and navy, 
declared war against tha Allies, and a 
few days later, in Die capacity of 
Uaiiph, solemnly called upon the 
Mohammedan states and races any¬ 
where on earth to join In a holy war— 
a summons which hud not sounded 
for ceuturies. On that day England 
and France and Russia became “in¬ 
fidel" states in the eyes of the Moham- 
medan world. The proper punishment 
for an '‘infidel" la death, according 
to Islam. 

England, who strangely enough gov- 
erne the largest Mohammedan com¬ 
munity on earth (tt.ooo.ooo in India 
alone.) and Russia, who has many 
millions of them within her domin¬ 
ions. were, of course, fully cognisant 
of the logical possibilities of the Sul¬ 
tan • challenge They reasoned tlmt 
us a enuuterstroke nothing would be 
as effective as the capture of the near- 
cal stronghold of In* Caliph** influ 
credit him in the eyes of the many 
upon aa the objective of a double cam¬ 
paign moving from opposite directions 
-an Anglo-Indian army landed at the 
Persian Gulf to work its way up the 
Tigris valley and a Russian army with 
headquarters in Caucasus to move 
southward. 

If the campaign can he brought to 
a successful issue it will prove an 
achievement of far-reaching conse¬ 
quences. both strategically and other¬ 
wise. With Bagdad in the hands of 
the Allies, all talk of a teutonic drive 
toward India will have vanished into 
the air The much-heralded German- 
Turkish campaign against the Hues 
Canal will automatically cease to be. 
The Multan himself will deem it ex¬ 
pedient to seek out a safe spot in 
Asia Minor for the transfer of his 
government from the present location 
in the Rosjiorus. 

— 1'h«* religious significance of the 
event, so far as it relates to the Turk¬ 
ish Sultan, will be even greater Hia 
moral prestige will at once be gone 
The fact of holy, Bagdad, the ancient 
metropolis of the holy religion in the 
past and one of the greatest shrines 
of Islam today, falling into Christian 
hands cannot help out completely lis- 
credti him in the eye* of the many 
millions who hava been taught to re¬ 
vere him a« the successor of Allah's 
New York Times.

HOW FRANCE IN VERDUN BATTLE 
WAS ASSISTED BY THE BRITISH 

RELEASED FRENCH TROOPS FOR OTHER DUTIES 
* - 

Aid Was None the Lets Valuable for Being Indirect, This Feet 
< Being Fully Appreciated in France—Eloquent Testimony 
Has Been Given in an Official French Document 


B Warner Allan, the mpreaenUUvs 
•I the British Press with the French 
Army, writes as followa; 

France, both the Franco in the tren¬ 
ches and the France behind Ifct Iim. 
fully appreciates the assistance given 
by the British anny during the battle 
of Verdun. Morally, it was no small 
encouragement to the French troops, 
who have fought so long and so hero¬ 
ically. to know how, by an effort un¬ 
precedented in the history of war. the 
British Expeditionary Force had swel¬ 
led in numbers to the site of a great 
ConUnental army, and that they could 
count on the ungrudging support of 
their comrades and allies. Materially, 
it was an invaluable service that the 
British troops were able to relieve 
and release for other duties an entire 
French army that was holding one of 
the most difficult sectors of the front. 

The aid given was none the less val¬ 
uable for being indirect, and it is de-‘ 
siruble, in the interests of historical 
truth, that certain unfounded reports 
should be contradicted. I am author¬ 
ised to state that 1 the announcement 
reported to have been made in the 
Australian Commonwealth Parliament, 
to the effect that a brigade of Austral¬ 
ian heavy artillery was actually fight¬ 
ing at verdun, is incorrect Other 
rumors suggesting that British guns 
and British troops were actually tak¬ 
ing part in the battle are equally with¬ 
out foundation The British army has 
given fsr more assistance than could 
possibly have been afforded by such 
piecemeal aid. and the French force 
which has barred "•; to the Oer- 
mans has remained entirely homo- 
fVfccous This fact is fully ap| r«- 
elated in France, and an eloquent tes¬ 
timony to the achievement of the 
British army la given by the follow¬ 
ing document, which will be published 
In the next number of the Bulletin 
des A raises, which msy be regarded 
as the official organ of the French 
soldiers in the trenches 
On ti«ptem)»er 2 ft, 101ft, when the 
whole French army was waiting im¬ 
patiently in Champagne and Artois, 
news arrived that the British army at 
the side of its French Allies, had 

C sined a brilliant victory In a few 
nef words it was announced to the 
troops: "The English have taken Loos. 
They have made their way into llul- 
luch. On a front of five miles, with a 
depth In places of two-and-a-hslf 
miles, they bwve carried the German 
trencher by »t<wu. They have taken 
pnv f>»*rs rW" 

In the Frrnch^mrmy there was a 

r rneral outbreak of enthusiasm The 
fatherhood of arms had been ex 
pressed in action In close contact 
with the French, at th£ moment 
chosen by the Allied Oeneral Btaff. the 
English bad taken the offensive and 
vigorously driven their wsy into the 
enemy's lines. Their victory was a 
symbol and a promise. Everyone 
readied this, and rejoiced accordingly. 

Week* have passed since then, and 
the British artny has never ceased 
making Itself more and more feared by 
the Germans T#« day has gone by 
when the enemy could pretend to 
mork at "the contemptible little army 
of Marshal French. Already in the 
C'ambresis General french’* soldiers 
bad given the first proof of their valor. 
From Crecy-en-Brie to Couiommters 
they had taken their share in the 
victory of the Marne, and since those 
fionous marches what a long way 
they have gone and what progress they 
have made For months, st the side 
of the French troops, the valiant sol¬ 
dier* of Great Britain have served 
their apprenticeship In modern war. 
and as they gained In experience so 
they increased in number. The 00 nuo 
men of August. 1014, are today 2.500.- 
000. The Expeditionary Force has be- 
oomc • formidable army It haa often 
been said that Time is fighting for 
the Allies, but none of Them has he 
favored so greatly as the English. 

It has become s commonplace to 
praise the organisation, equipment, 
and auxiliary services of the British 
army. The striking figure of Tommy 
Atkins and his smart bearing have 
been lauded to the skies With him 
the French have sung the chorus of 
'Tipperary " and perhaps In France 
too much emphasis haa been laid on 
his picturesque side. There I*, per¬ 
haps. a danger of it being forgotten 
that Tommy is a soldier in the most 
trying of war*, and that he fight* as 
a soldier should! 

It is a fact, and a natural fact, that 
these Englishmen, who are defendinr 
at their French comrades' side the 
civilisation and the liberty of the 
world, enjoy games and exercise, and 
do Ml for tli. rn in their 

cantonments behind the lines and 
wen in the trenches. In face of the 
anemy, the Frenchman jokes and jest* 
aa he is always accustomed to. The 
Englishman plays football between the 
lines This is a matter -if tempera¬ 
ment. an both have given their proofs 
vn the field of battle. Ask the Ger¬ 
man infantrv what they think of the 
warriors of Neuve Chapelle, Loos, or 
Bt. Eloi. The successes of the British 
army are sufficient evidence 
The list of these suercsscs is a long 
•na. They are composed of daily 
fights throughout twenty months of 
war. of a thousand heroic and brilliant 
•pisodes. of victories like those of 
Loos, and of triumphs like those lust 
won on the Ypres Canal at Comines 
and at Ft Eloi. 

The blood of British soldiers—sol¬ 
diers of Great Britain and soldiers of 
Ihe Colonies- has mingled everywhere 
with the blood of the French. At 
•very opportunity the British army 
haa proved its friendship and haa only 
•ne desire—ever to do more for the 
•ammon cause

Turkey Must be Destroyed 

No Guaranies of Safsty in Eursps 
With Turkey to Maks Trouble 

The first and most inevitable dutv 
'A the Allies In this war is to rid th- 
** iId of Turkey; not of 'he Turk* as 
individuals, but of Turkey as a State. 
Whatever alee is left undone, this task 
must be performed thoroughly, not 
relentlessly or remorselessly, but lu 
a spirit of strict and atern justice and 
as a measure of self-defence. There 
can never be any guarantee of safety 
in Europe with Turkey left to make 
trouble; ao much Enver Bey has dem¬ 
onstrated in the moat thorough man¬ 
ner, and for this he, too, ahall have 
his reward when the war ia over. If 
he should be so unfortunate as to 
survive the advent of i*eace. 

The unpardonable sin of Turkey 
against humanity and civilisation in 
this war has been that she has allowed 
herself to become the catapsw of Ger¬ 
many in the latter's effort to realise 
her dream of world-wide domination. 
It was Germany's long-plotted, eold- 
Mnodad, deliberate purpose to take 
possession of Asia Minor, Mesopota¬ 
mia. Armenia. Persia, and India in 
Asia, and of the whole of eastern 
Africa from the Isthmus of Sues to the 
Cape of Good Hope. To accomplish 
this the aid of Turkey was necessary, 
■Ad it ws* secured. It was no part 
of Germany’s purpose to reveal all 
this to Enver Bey. bat he knows it by 
this lime, as all other intelligent 
Turks know it. A million Armenians 
have been assassinated with fiendish¬ 
ness inconceivable and cruelties in¬ 
describable. The Turkish effort to 
arouse a "holy war" proved a failurs. 
but it ia necessary to make further 
attempts impossible, and the only ef¬ 
fective precaution la to dissolve the 
BulUnate, to obliterate Turkey, and 
to outlaw tha harem 

Germany will, after the war, remain 
a great power. What will become of 
Austria-Hungary ia leas definitely ap 
parent, but also it la of leas Import¬ 
ance. Hungary may become an in 
dependent kingdom and Austria may 
become a Germanic State; all the more 
reason why Bcrhia should be made 
powerful by the annexation of Bosnia 
and Hcrxcgovtna, the absorption ol 
Montenegro, and the acquisition of 
•so much of Bulgaria as will make the 
latter harmless. Greece and Bou¬ 
rn ama should get what is due to them, 
snd so fsr that obligation on th* Allies 
amounts to very little. With ihe 
Balkan Btatea arranged for. Constan¬ 
tinople in the possession of Russia, 
and the future of Asia Minor and 
Mesopotamia disposed of as might 
seem most expedient in .the interest 
ol a world-wide peace. Germany 
would be completely snd hopelessly 
shut within her own territory. If this 
fate seems a hard on*^ it cannot be 
called unjust; it ia merely the mem- 
esis of history. Germany not only 
began the war as a mean* of securing 
world-wide domination, but she has 
pros euted it in ways most likely to 
harden the hearts of the Allies who 
will be the dictators of the terms of 
her surrender.—Toronto Globe. 

Prohibition in Denver 

Lack of Whiskey Dost Net Kill a City 
Very Quickly 

Denver under prohibition! The verv 
idea ia a startling one. and when Col¬ 
orado went dry on January 1, 1916, the 
"wets" freely predicted the utter ruin 
of business, and even some of the 
'dry*" aond.-red how Denver would 
stand it. But nearly four months have 
gone, and the business men of Denver 
are beginning to realise that tin y are 
not dead yet, and some of them are 
even hopeful of surviving for soma 
time to come. Hera are a few of the 
facts. The Gas and Electric Light Co. 
had prophesied s (Lap of 915.000 a 
month, but instead the very first 
month allowed a pain of 9I0.0U0 The 
banks also had been afraid of the dry 
spell, but the first month gave them 
2.C00 new deposits which aggregated 
9757,000. The department stores re¬ 
port that their collections are just 
24 per cent aiicad of « >«*ar ago. Thera 
has been, however, -quite a heavy 
slump report* d by the pawnshops. 
Trohibition appears to be distinctly 
unfavorable to them, snd it also hits 
the undertakers rather a hard blow. 
The Italian Methodist Episcopal mis¬ 
sion has also been affectod This mis¬ 
sion had been furnishing free nicnls 
for 150 poor children, and since pro¬ 
hibition went into force they have not 
l»een able to find the poor children. 
They now eat at home. In building 
permits for February, Denver showed 
an increase of lfft per cent, over last 
year, while the average increase for 
142 leading United Mates cities was 
only 21 per cent Evidently the lack 
of whiskey does not kill a city very 
rapidly.—From an Exchange.

Conditions in Germany 

Infinite Grumbling Among the Peerer 
Classes Who Ar* Heartily Sick 
of the War 

The following interesting communi¬ 
cation haa reached The London Times 
via Warnemunde and Copenhagen. It 
if addressed by one neutral to an¬ 
other. and can be taken as absolutely 
accurate; 

"The condition of such parts of Ger¬ 
many ag I have visited—the Berlin 
and Hamburg districts— is interest¬ 
ing. Much money is in circulation 
and there if work for all, but the whole 
population if on fhort commons as 
regards many necessaries. This fact la 
causing an infinite amount of grumb¬ 
ling among the poor, who are heartily 
•ick of the war. They have no voice 
whatever in determining the course 
pursued by the Government and the 
upper and middle classes who are. of 
course, not suffering. 

"The English blockade, eo long in¬ 
effective, is now having some result, 
and the Germans look forward with 

C *at anxiety to the next two months 
fore the harvest. The Government 
tclla them that they have only to hold 
out until July and «il will be well 
again. Hnrvest prospects vary great¬ 
ly in different part* of Germany, but 
I In general crops are suffering from 
I lack of fertilisers. 

"I was in Berlin for Easter. There 
Is no apparent aign of distress, but 
when one goes below the surface of 
things one learns a great deal. The 
w»up kitehens are being opened on a 
larger scale than at any previous 
time since the beginning of the war. 
and the aoup itself Is of very poor 
quality, composed chiefly of pota¬ 
toes. Diet is largly one of substitute 
—saccharine instead of sugar, imita¬ 
tion coffee instead of real coffee, and 
•o on. Even the beer Is now adult¬ 
erated. Bavarians especially are 
grumbling at the hop shortage that 
will injure their brewing this year. I 
hava seen meat cards, bread cards, 
milk cards (one of which I enclose), 
and washing-soda cards. Boup cards 
are in preparation. 

"There ia plenty of gaiety in Berlin 
Officers home from the front fill the 
theatres, and the women are well- 
dressed in Paris fashions Attempts 
to introduce German fashions have 
hopelessly failed. 

"There are a good many wounded 
to be seen in public places. 

"At the Easter races a novelty was 
introduced by a great ditplav of Zep¬ 
pelins and Taube* over the race- 
course. The Shakespeare celebrations 
were in full swing The chief anxietv 
of the Berliners was that there should 
be no trouble with the United States 
"Aa to troop movement*, the Kaiser 
was on the Western front, st Verdun. 
I believe. Many more troop* are com¬ 
ing west than going east The Ger¬ 
mans have no fear whatever of the 
Russians. 

"I learned in Hamburg, trom a 
friend well able L» ascertain, that 
there ia a semi-famine In Turkey and 
much bitterness. 

"Hamburg itself ia a desert The 
good people of Hamburg and Bremen 
consistently oppose the proposed re¬ 
tention of Antwerp. They fear it will 
injure their ports. Food was higher 
in Hsmhurg than in Berlin. The well 
known Hamburg geeae are selling st 
£2 each. 

"In addition to the shortages I have 
already mentioned, there are all sorts 
of others, such as of string which is 
now heing made of paper In Ham 
hurg I asked the price of sugar, and 
was told fts. a lb.! Coffee was also 
that price In Berlin the best cuts 
of beef are 6s. a lb. 

"It ia now difficult for rich Ger¬ 
mans to escape to Denmark and 
Hwitserland. As you know large num¬ 
bers left for these countries in order 
to he more comfortable, but passport 
regulations are now much more strin¬ 
gent. 

"But for the fact that the Entente 
Allies appear to he on the defensive 
evenrwhere. and the extreme docility 
of the German people. I thirik there 
might be something like a national 
protest against the war. difficult, how¬ 
ever. as It would be to organise while 
so great a portion of the male popula¬ 
tion ia away af the front 
"Buch soldiers as I spoke to seemed 
absolutely confident that Germany had 
won " 

A Brave Rescue 

Psac* Hat Its Hsrost as Wall as 
War Times 

The London Gazette announces that 
Hia Majesty the King has been pleas¬ 
ed to awnrd the Edward Medal of the 
Second Class to Mr John Roderick 
McDonald and Mr. Leo Patrick Powell 
of Alberta. 

The oficial account of the action 
for which the award haa been made 
is as under* On June 2r». 1915. while 
the Bow River, Calgary. Alberta, was 
in flood a hundred-foot steel span 
wua washed loos** from s bridge in 
course of construction. A man named 
Garden was uf*»n thaw span, and was 
precipitated into the watAt-. which was 
icy cold. He managed to get hold of 
a baulk of timber, to which he clung. 
McDonald and Powell put off to the 
rescue in a small boat, which was oted 
in connection with the building of the 
bridge. No other boats were available, 
as the river is too dangerous for boat¬ 
ing. even when not in flood. They 
had to cross a dangerous rapid and 
also to avoid collision with logs which 
wera coming down the river in large 
numbers and timber from the broken 
bridga. Had they been cansised they 
would almost certainly have been 
drowned, as they wore heavy hip rub¬ 
ber boots. They reached Garden, 
though he had been washed nearly a 
quarter of a mile down the river. He 
was at that lime nearly unconscious 
owing to the coldness of the water.

A Wirele s Freak 

Crippled bhacklston Ship Flashed 
News ef Plight Over Nine 
Hundred Miles 

The current number of The Wireless 
Press contains an article lauda¬ 
tory of the work of L A. Hooke, the 
wirelrsa operator on the auxiliary bark 
Aurora of the bhaclleton Antarctic 
expedition, who sant llte first tidings 
to ths world ol the plight of that vea- 
ael. The message, published on March 
2ft, was made possible by a "ft—■ 
performance on the part of the wireless 
equipment of the Aurora. The mes¬ 
sage was received by the Naval Radio 
Station of WUliamatown and the radio 
station at Melbourne, when tha »hip 
was at least five times more distant 
than the normal range of ber trans¬ 
mitting equipment. 

The Aurora which ws* the relief 
•hip of the expedition, hioke from h* r 
moorings in Rosa Sea on May 6. 1915. 
and was adrift in the ice for ten 
months. The wireless equipment, a 
gift from the people of Sydney. Aus¬ 
tralia, had originally an effective 
transmitting radius of only 200 miles 
A month before the ship’ started on 
her long drift, according to The Wire¬ 
less Pres*, there were added twenty 
feet to the aerial masts of the Aurora 

Aa soon aa the Aurora broke away 
from her moorings. Hooke endeavored 
to get in touch with the members of 
the marooned party ashore, hoping 

y had b—n »l‘lc to —t the 
receiving set landed previously, and 
it is just possible that the land party 
learn*-,! by these signals of the Auro¬ 
ra's ill fortune snd were able to make 
the earliest possible provision against 
an unexpected twelve months on land. 

The wirelcsa Frets records the ex¬ 
pedients to which Hooke resorted in 1 
order to ihform the world of the 
plight of the vessel. "On June J. 
1015," it —ys, "Honae, basing hia 
hopes on the fleeting possibilities of 
abnormal wirelrsa conditions, com¬ 
menced to call Australia, hut without 
success. He attributed his total fail¬ 
ure to elctrtenl phenomena peculiar 
to the polar regions, and he made ex¬ 
haustive experiment* with all sorts, 
of makeshifts in the hope »f getting 
definite results It is well, perhaps, 
for Hooke and hia fellow adventurers 
that they did not know the real reason 
for their non-sucer**.. as the hopes of 
relief which huoyed them up until 
their return might haw been shat¬ 
tered. 

"In tha Brat place, the Common¬ 
wealth of Australia, in the interests 
of economy, had recalled the staff of 
the wireless station at Macquarie Is¬ 
land. This removed the first possi¬ 
bility of intercommunication with the 
little party drifting in the antarctic 
Ice Secondly, owing to military f—* 
ions, tha transmitting apparatus at 
Awarua had been transported to a 
more distant place, so that had. it been 
possible for the Aurora by a eonfbina- 
tton of favorahla circumstances to 
send distress signals as far distant 
as New Zealand she would not have 
received any reply. 

"Hooke, however, stuck to Ms post 
It «m on July 22. 1915. that the 
Aurora was terribly crushed in the 
lew. The vessel was then 100 miles 
from land and 500 miles from the near¬ 
est food depot. Hooke again over- 
1 hauled his apparatus, even to tho ex- 
I tent of lowering and re-erecting his 
i masts, in the hope that by so doing he 
might help those on shore and his 
fellows on what appeared to he a 
doomed ship. Night after night he 
sat in hia cabin with the telephone 
receivers strapped around his head, 
straining to catch sounds which would 
tell of the world's knowledge of their 
fata and efforts at rescue. Twice he 
heard faint signal*, on August 17 and 
20. but they were unintelligible 

"Then there came the blisxard. On 
September 16, 1915. the Aurora was 
dismasted, the wireless aerial going 
with the debria. Twice were new an¬ 
tennae divised by Unking op the main 
mast with ice hummocks, but Macqua¬ 
rie Island remained silent no one 
had been left to listen. At the end 
Ol February, with the I— hrenkiug. 
the Aurora was freed to drift with her 
rudder broken. 

"But the wireless operator's atory 
now changes from sadness to joy. On 
March 25. with a quadruple aerial 
eighty feet above deck, he succeeded 
in obtaining definite signals from sta¬ 
tions in Tnsmsnla and New Zealand, 
900 miles distant. Then followed the 
message which startled the globe. 
‘Jills message was transmitted 900 
miles with an apparatus normally 
suitable tor al*out 200 mile* radius, 
and eclipsed for a day at least the 
interest in the great world war. Hooke 
admits tlmt nevtg itfoa 
**'■ -t* d "II Om r* turn jnurm v by the 
tune and other signals received by 
him from the New Zealand stations."

the sli. ll axplading without burning 
the engine All the aviator fell was a 
lurch ami he went on hia way. 

Another British aviator pursuing a 
German machine toward the earth 
found that his control power was not 
working and he descended to a road 
inside the German lines The shock 
of landing righted the lever and he 
ruse successfully, turning his machine 
gun, before returning, on the German 
aviator and his pilot who had left 
their marhine after making a la*Vtng 
The British aviators then returned 
safely to their own lines

This curious war where men live In 
trenches, or billets, generally without 
the pomp of "the tented field." the 
need of meeting place* for the men off 
duly has been keenly felt. 

One of the find* of the war is the 
recreation hut. It tills a gap that has 
been keenly felt in earlier campaigns, 
•ad it i* m BUaad ;<• 111| an Wftoit 
ant role in military aclumea tor the 
future. 

In between the fighting, recreation 
is essential for renewing the fitness 
of the men. Bad weather may pre¬ 
clude outdoor games, and long dark 
evenings in warafeaolat* country are 
tedious and depressing if there is no j 
suitable place of resort for companion- • 
•hip. 

Rune of the -huts provided by the [ 
Church Army can accommodate close j 
U|*«n one thousand men. They ar«- 
cosily warmed by a system of stoves ( 
along the walls, and made Jmmelv 
and comfortable with pictures and 
easy chairs A buffet provides re¬ 
freshment at cost pr*ces, writing ma¬ 
terials free, a post office. In 
and billiard tables, indoor games in 
abundance, books and magazines. 

A concert stage, piano, and gramo¬ 
phone form part of the equipment, 
and in most eases a dressing-room 
with irntb and a hed-mom are in¬ 
cluded. A chapel for quiet rest and 
devotion is invariably attached. 

Wherever our troops have heen 
sent these huts have gone with them 
—to the western front, Gallipoli. Sa¬ 
lonika. Mesopotamia. Egypt. India 
and Maltn. Thev are al»6 at contin¬ 
ental ports of disembarkation in far 
away bases for navai operation*, in 
the home port* And training ramps. 
When the home training camp* are 
in the depths of the 1 country there 
is often no suitable place of fonri 
for miles in which the men can glther. 
Recreation hut* arc playing a ivital 
part there for companionships. 1 

The authorities have asked J the 
Church Army to provide additional j 
huts consequent U|«on the expansion 
of the Armv. and the society is ap¬ 
pealing In Great Britain both for men 
to man them and th® necessary fin-

NEED Of FURTHER 
FARMERS' CREDITS 
IS EMPHASIZED 

Credits for Livestock Pro¬ 
ducers Better than that of 
Chartered Banks 

The need of a system of credits 
for livestock producers better 
than that extended by the char¬ 
tered banks, was the point em¬ 
phasized by every witness who 
appeared before the Saskatche¬ 
wan Livestock Commission, which 
sat at Calgary on July 7th. The 
commission consists of W. C. 
Sutherland, Dr. A.C. Rutherford 
of the natural resources depart¬ 
ment of the C.P.R..W.A.Wilson, 
dairy commissioner of Saskatche¬ 
wan, and J. D. McGregor, 

A. H. Mayland. a leading live¬ 
stock commission man of Cal¬ 
gary, said that too many local 
bank managers were hoys who 
had been promoted up and had 
about as much idea of the live¬ 
stock business as they had of the 
ancient Hindoo language. 

Secretary W. Walters, of the 
Alberta Cattle Breeders' associa¬ 
tion of Clive, Alta., said J.hat 
when, on rare occasions there 
was a manager who understood 
the situation, he was likely to be 
transferred and be succeeded by 
another man whose first demand 
of the farmer was "let me see 
the color of your money." 

George Lane, of Calgary, one j 
of the largest cattle breeders of 
the west, was also very out¬ 
spoken against the present credit 
system, saying that a man was 
often compelled to sell at a dis¬ 
advantage, if not at a positive 
loss, to the bank's demand for a 
repayment of its advances. He 
declared that the livestock indus¬ 
try in Canada was being throttl¬ 
ed because the cattle are being 
forced south, being sold in the 
United States to satisfy the de¬ 
mands of the banks. 

In answer to questions by Dr. 
Rutherford. Mr. Lane declared 
that he was in favor of having 
the livestock industry put under 1 
government control, having the 
the commission men bonded, 
government employees at the 
scale and in control. He was in 
favor of having government live¬ 
stock credits but not under the 
loan company system.

Among them appear¬ 
ed the following glowing tribute paid 
bv Mr. George Me L. Brown. European 
Manager ol the 0. P. B 

“The solemn beauty of Westminster 
Abbey, which echoes with the story 
of our past, is a fitting shrine in which 
to commemorate the noble "Ansae" 
dead. Not alone because of the val¬ 
our. the fortitude, and the sacrifice, 
are ths memories of those lives laid 
down, previous to ths Empire, but be¬ 
cause they symbolise the high qualities 
which throughout centuries have gone 
to the building up of the British race. 
The courage and the chivalry of our 
forefathers lived again in those daunt¬ 
less heroes of Gallipoli who have pass¬ 
ed 011 undmimed the traditions of our 
history. And wherever those tradi¬ 
tions are reverenced, in the United 
Kingdom, in their own homelands of 
Australia, New Zealand, and Tas¬ 
mania. in Canada, in South Africa— 
wherever the British flag flies there 
will be glorified those valiant men 
who strengthened the old, and forged 
new bonds to draw closer together and 
make of us one people. As a Canadian, 
I speak with certainty when I aay that 
in no part of the Empire is the service 
the Ansacs have rendered more uni¬ 
versally recognised than in Canada. 
We feel that their splendid story is our 
pnde and honor too. and that they 
nave helped to bring home to us 
afresh the truth that though the seaa 
may roll between, we are all Mother 
country, and daughter nations, one 
Empire. Not each for each, but ona 
for all—we die. we live.*’ 


Good Rural Reads Are ef the Utmost 
Value te the Farmer 

One of those lovers of statistics, who 
spend their days in computations and 
their nights in figures, have calculat¬ 
ed that there is hauled ovar the roads 
of Canada every year 100,000,000 Urns 
of freight for a distance of five miles 
per ton. 1 he computation is baaed 
on the amouut of tonnage of the rail¬ 
ways of the Dominion, wnich amounts 
to approximately 6 U.UOO.OUO tons every 
year, together with an additional 
amount for local traffic In view of 
the’ fact that the majority^! railway 
freight must be hauled atbolh ends 
of the journey the estimate does not 
seem to be exaggerated. 

The cost of haulage on the roads of 
Canada is rarely leas than 26 cents a 
mile so that tha total cost of the haul¬ 
age of produce and goods m one year 
reaches the enormous proportions of 
• rsb.UUO.OOU. The estimated cost of 
hauling freight on the roads of Eur¬ 
ope la estimated at from eight to 
twelve cents per ton mile, so that it 
would seem that a system of good 
roads extended throughout the Domin¬ 
ion would mean a net aa\ ing over the 
•mount now spent of something over 
I26.WIO.OUO a year. 

In view of the campaign for greater 
thrift it would seem that the good 
roads problem lakes on a new aspect. 
It must not be forgotten also that bad 
roads mean a loss of time to the 
fanner. At the recent good roads con¬ 
ference at Montreal one of the engin¬ 
eers who has made a study of the 
question estimated that bad roads 
occasion a loss of a man and a team 
for twelve working days on every farm 
in the Dominion. 

Rural roads are the primary chan¬ 
nels of traffic. Along the roads pro- i 
duction industry and commerce have 
their origin. If the common roads 
were closed the railway lines would 
decay and their rolling stock become 
fit for the scrip heap. Tha ocean lin¬ 
ers wonld rust at their moorings if 
the roads were closed.

Word waa received by Corporal 
Wight, of the Brooks detachment of 
the K N. W. M P.. from hia brother.

Arden, a prospector, and an 
Eskimo interpreter also accompany the 
party. they intend pushing on to 
Coronation Gulf on the Arctic Ocean, 
according to a letter, travelling via 
Dismal Lakes. At the north coast 
Inspector Nauxe and Arden will cross 
u\tr to some islands and will ci*c!o 
the gulf in search of the tribe of Eski¬ 
mos who are supi>o*«*d to hart rr.ur- 
dervd Father* Rouvier snd Larour. 

Arden saw members of this tribe 
vtth the priests' casi *rks and rifles 
in the fall of 1914 and the priests have 
been missing since 1913. The tribe 
was discovered four years sgo by 8 tef- 
fanson and are said to be unusually 
savage. The patrol will be three years 
on ths trip.

"Its effect on the belligerent na¬ 
tions will be deep and revolutionary 
In England the most startling thing 
with which we find ourselves face to 
face is female employment outside the 
home. Hundreds ot thousands of 
women now because of the war have 
found their metier. From a multitude 
of homes they have emerged and now 
are doing their full snare in the 
world's work and incidentally doing 
it exceedingly well, when their lack 
of previous experience is taken into 
consideration. 

"Will they be content to lapse again 
into an aimless security with nothing 
in front of them aave, perhaps, love¬ 
less marriage, or that combat with 
social conditions which is likely to 
end in their town ruin? 

"I think not. 

"That means that they will do a 
share of the world's work, displacing 
men. 

"And that means that a certain 
number of men—a large number, for 1 
it will include the multitude who will 
be displaced—will have to turn else- 1 
where than to their old employments 
for their livelihood. 

"Again, it means that women will 
be sure to get the vote and will take 
up the burden of accomplishing their 
share toward the guidance of thia 
nation. 1 think within fifty years 
they will be helping in the guiqance 
of all nations. 

"I pray heaven that they may use 
their new found influence aright and 
think that will be the case, because 
while women work by instinct rather 
than by reason in eight times out of 
ten woman's inatinct takes her to re¬ 
sults more accurate than those to 
which our reason guides ua. 

"Another thing which must be re-1 
mem bored is the fact that in England 
the high sages which the war has 
brought to pass cannot be maintained 
in general after the war ends. The 
trades unions will not like to see them 
■ink. 

"This inevitably will mean trouble, 
and it may mean very great trouble.

Horses for Military Service 


Sixty Thousand Already Bought in 
Canada By Allitd Governments 

Advices from the War Office indicate 
that a very considerable number of 
horses for military purposes will be 
required from Canada this summer. 
Buying on a ebmewhat extensive scale 
is to be resumed by the British Rs- 
m< unt Corn mission, with Headquarter* 
tn Montreal. About sixty thousand 
horse* have been purchased in Can 
ada for war purposes by the allied 
Governments since the outbreak of the 
war, while more than six hundred 
thousand have been purchased in the 
United Btatea. Probably another 
twenty thousand will be purchasad in 
Canada this year. This insures a 
steady market and continued good 
prices for horses suitable for artillery 
and transport work.
